Not long ago it was the custom to have two or three col- 
lege t'ormaJs dtirins th« f ^•>.'l-- ^Ith ■: f?w info.'mals in the interi'ening pe- 
riods. These dances were titc .--ll-..-7.oricr.t social cvcits of the year for all 
.•itudents of all faculties.. 

Recently, however, a change haj* become apparent in this regard. In ad- 
<titioa>to the coUecc dances there have sprung up a, number of addltlotia]— 
/•one would be afraid to r-iy rr.ir.tir— fur.ctionE which apparently attract almost 
as œtich atter.tior. -js tr." r<:gulîr dances. There are, among others, the 
aiedlcal Ball, The Dental Dance (formerly the Den'^1 "Thrift" Dance), the 
Pltimbers' Ball, and rumor bos It that this list will bo swelled within the 
next month or so by a Pharmacy Dance and a Commerce '30 Ball. 

There ar'.- two points to be noted about these- "divisional" dances. In 
the first plac'/, they did not spring suddenly Into existence, but grew up, fol- 
lowing a line of development such .'lf thtit of the Dental Dance for example.

"Oulildere' btivo ceased to 
worry about this now, as th<-re are aJways tickets available for them. If not 
by book, then by crwok. in this way, the average f-iculty tiaaee, while re- 
taining the name of the fa'-ul'y ,!s !n reality a university affair. Proof of 
this Is furnished by the car.eell-j'ion of tlie I'nior, House Tormal two years 
ago. Cue to lack of inter'i't wiiirh cm only hr- ascribed to the Increasing 
number of croup d^ncs v, hich v-iv- ••nlerlng the limelight. 

This may bo a sooO "h ^g o,- it may not. After all iho principle of the

Xone of 
them aiLswors the old clia;ien;;e of 
Thomas l^.ilic — Why cot have an 
hered'tary professor of titaihonntics? 
The proposals would take the rifiht ot 
! deciding what is a money bill from 
! the speaker and would Kive the do- 
; cision fir.ally to •.he T,cià.<-. 

naye.', too, stressed the need of a 
-■econd chamber. It is necessary, he 
laimed .because of the limitations of 
deniocr.icy. It is required to keep the 
country sane. The party system does 
not lead to Rousseau's General Will- 
in short, it doesn't lead to truo demo- 
cracy, democracy has failed, and 
Lincoln's famous phrase, "Government 

of the people " must be changed to 

"Government of the oligarchy, for the 
oligarchy, by the oligarchy, through a 
corrupt system, to tool tho few." 

The present system evidences striU- 
îrgly mob psychology. A man has but 
'. to ?c; up and make a pretty ."peoch 
I .".nd have the people follow him. It Is 
t not only children who play "Follow 
I the leader". The limitations ot the dc- 
I raoeratlc svEtem In the United States 
j — the ."ïjpremo Court and the Senate 
have prevented, declared Hayes, the 
Vnited States from beccmin.ç worse 
than It is today. Even Rousseau, "The 
Father of Democracy and tho Mother 
of Revolutions" came to admit that 
democracy wtis failing. 

Bnt in.'tead of democracy we do no! 
wish a die' ■i!r.r.''h:p. Wo need a chani- 
'."•r rf'-. "M but "t wl.so men. Wasli- 
ir.gton was criticized for his advocacy 
ot an upp.^r house. Jefferson brought 
the question up In his prest-nce once. 
Thomas wa.s drinking tea and was 
peiirlns ;!v ii'iulil Into his .-saucer be- 
fore takir.^ ;•. "There you have your 
answr" ùf'Ar-.rfù tiie lather of hia 
country- Jefferson did not see the point 
until Washington said that as he 
poured his tea Into the saucer to cool 
it, so the upper house would be used to 
cool hasty legislation. "That was con- 
sidered a snappy comeback in those 
dayi .'■ 

The present proposals fer reiormin - 
the Lords, declared Ilaycs were well 
described in tho Labor motion tor a 
voto of censure — that they advocated, 
"Jerrymandering of tho constitution In 
the interest'! '■•f the 'or.fervatlvi 
party.'' 

Hayes Proposals 

Mayes himself jiroposed an appoint- 
ed second i-hamber, and in this he ad 
tnlited thern might well bo many peers

In hla opinion the power of 
rejecting a money bill would not be 
withheld from the upper 1 hnmber, 
whlcii should be given all tli, pve-IOll 
powers of the I,ords. for this sendle 
would not b(, reprtsenllng the Con- 
sfrvaie Parly but would represent the 
country better than ii>e Commons, He 
would concede a referendum when any

England. He defined the purpose of 
the Lords as to act as ii check. I'ro- 
grcss, he claimed, could be too fast. Ho 
stressed the value of the ancient fami- 
lies whose members were trained as 
legislators, 

Michael Rubinstein declared that the 
queatlon went much deeper than re- 
form of an upper oliaml)or. It invtdved 
the whole economic and social struc- 
ture of England. The capitalist govern- 
nient had failed to feed Its people. 
There were a million unemployed la 
Britain. More jiowcr was being urged 
for the Lords so that tho country 
could withstand tlie moves ot .social 
Ism. Marx had said that capitalism Is 
Its own gravedlgger. The conditions tn 
modern Kni/imid aro an example of tUu 
truth or that phrase. 

Dr. Day 

Dr. Day was not in favour ot au 
elected upper chamber, for then il 
would have to be givi-n enutU powers 
with the Commons. It Is not right, he 
s.'iid, to coiidMiin tile Lords on merely 
dovtriii,alro ideas, auch as unbelief in 
the hereditary principle. They should 
be Judged according as they am do ng 
ivhat tliey :ire supjiosed to d'). In his 
view, the Lords rt:iform an Important 
function in the government and tho 
people of Britain generally don't wlttt 
to reform them. He approved the herc- 
d.tary system in that tho mcmber.i of 
the Lord.-) are thus Independent of p.ar- 
ty luid t,f iiic electorate. It should be 
remembered, ho said that many Ijovin 
do not Bit In tho House. Only Ihoso 
sit who by training and tradition feci 
that they hhoiiM. Then many peeis arc! 
not hereillt;iry. The Law Lords aro 
not nor the lyjrds Spiritual, while 
many are now peers. The House docs 
ivhat It Is wanted to do. It tnay hold

Tho jiopular oiiliiioii that IJcnnett 
had 110 ncr.enil Ideas Waii cxp'aliicd by 
tile fact that ho ild not attempt to 
ma ko hla novoln servo at the same 
time as u. narrative or events and as 
a philusopbical dissertation. Ho ban 
set forth h's Idcojt and phllcsophy in 
stick books ns ''Alcntul Efficiency" 
and "How to Live on Twenty-four 
Hours tt day." 

Bennett's novel "Old Wlfes' Talcs' 
was tho life sBory of two silstcrs.Con- 
slanoo and Soph'a, who hungered for 
lifo nnd love I) it niilttly an 1 protidlv 
starved In their respectability rather 
than touch forbidden fruit. There Wtts 
no attcinpi at solving any problem of 
hunvan life, for tho author presented 
his picture of tho Uvea of these two 
lonely women and left it at that, 

A large iiuml.icr of Bennett's no 's 
centred around tho district of five 
towns, and uainp these as .a. baok- 
ppound he has given a clover rep-c- 
scntatlon of tKc Hfo of the lower 
middle class as It w.i.s lived In th's 
d'strlct. The "Clayhangei- Triology" 
wa.s probably Bennett's be.it known 
work, and expressed with the moving 
foico of dramatic representation the 
ideas more simply exposed in "The 
Plain ."Man and His Wife." The first 
volume oC thi.i seres portrayed the 
boyhood and early manhood of lïdwin 
ClayhaiiKcr. wiiilc tho second volume 
gave ;i slmil.ar picture of the girlhood 
of Hilda Iicsway. "Theso Twain" 
completed tho Ir'o, and developed 
these chnracter.s further through the 
difficult and almost bafting p-ocess 
of .■(.dapting thoiiisolve.s to living to- 
gctlier as man and Wife. 

"RIceyman'n Step" was probably 
Bennett's greatest nchlovoment an a 
pure craftsman. This was the «tory 
of a miser whose one passion was 
money, and through love of him h'a 
wife also became a, mUcr. Bennett 
became an idealist In bis .attempt at 
depicting the lovo of the maid of this 
family for her balf-tdilotlc lover. The 
chaiactrrs wen- all \ery real, and even 
tlioiigh common-jilaco and aonlid were 
an oj,;ict Copy. 

Heiineit seldom depicted young love, 
but unlike moHt went farther than the 
maiT'ngo cireiiKiny. He -diowod that 
the most misent 'mental husband had 
li:ddi?ii ill hl.i bosom a deep and sin- 
cere reg.-ird for his m'ddlo-iigcd wife 
Tho .aiithor'fl hcxiial relations, how- 
ever, remained loo general in tliai tlo- 
only concerned a man and tho sex 
ami not .a certain mnn nnd a certii'ii 
woman.
